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Sin ~ Jts Consequences 


Text: “Righteousness exalteth a na- 
tion: but sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple,” Proverbs 14:34. 

In using this text, we wish to bring 
to the minds of the people the 
enormity of sin, its consequences, and 
who is responsible for it. 

At present, we have one of the 
largest juvenile delinquent dockets in 
our courts ever recorded in the history 
of America. Social leaders have tried 
to solve this by recreational programs, 
juvenile canteens, and many other 
things too numerous to mention, but 
at the same time, they are contribut- 
ing to the very thing that is causing 
our boys and girls to go on a rampage 
of sin and self-destruction. 

Many of our so-called social leaders, 
and not only social leaders, but our law 
enforcement officers as well, patron- 
ize the saloons, dance halls, etc., which 
are reaching out with grasping hands 
to our boys and girls, with only one 
purpose in mind and that to make 
drunkards of our boys and back-room 
harlots of our girls. When they have 
led them into the saloons and made 
drunkards of them, the headlines of 
our papers blaze the story of some 
misdeed they did while under the in- 
fluence of whiskey, wine, or beer; 
while the men who sell them the 
damnable stuff sit at home and rub 
their miser hands in glee over the 
gain in the number of customers they 
have to whom they can peddle their 
bottles of destruction. Then, many of 
the fathers and mothers pat them on 
the back and call them good citizens, 
when the thing they peddle is as dan- 
gerous to the welfare of our boys and 
girls as the atomic bomb would be in 
the hands of a maniac. 

Millions of our boys were called to 
the armed forces, to hunt them down 
as an enemy of society, yet those that 
manufacture and sell the stuff that 
wrecks the minds and causes thou- 
sands of our boys and girls to commit 
crime, ranging from murder to self- 
destruction, are looked on as prosper- 
ous businessmen. 

If we follow the newspapers, we shall 
find that about 90% of the crimes 
committed are by people who have 
spent a night of reveling in sin at 
some roadhouse, or some other joint.

I want to turn the searchlight on 
that kind of places for just a moment, 
and see what lies in the back of them. 

We walk down the street and see a 
beautiful building, decorated with 
blazing signs advertising whiskey, 
wine and beer, with some so-called 
respectable citizen’s picture posted on 
the billboard, telling what a wonder- 
ful product it is; but we never see the 
picture of the back room, whose doors 
are closed to those who are respect- 
able and law-abiding. When the cur- 
tains are rolled back and the hidden 
things revealed, we find some swell- 
dressed reprobate, with a crooked set 
of dice or a marked deck of cards, rob- 
bing the youth of our country of the 
few dollars they have, after the man 
in the front with a white apron on, 
who looks so clean and innocent, has 
sold them enough fire water to para- 
lyze their brain till they don’t 
know what they are doing. No wonder 
the wrath of God was kindled against 
the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah so 
as to cause Him to send down fire and 
brimstone and destroy them. But after 
all, this is not the sad part of it. 

Let us drive down our highways and 
look at Lovers’ Lane, where thou- 
sands of our boys and girls (ranging 
from twelve years upwards) are sit- 
ting in their automobiles, with a bot- 
tle of liquor and a crazed mind so 
filled with lust that they lose all sense 
of decency and self-respect. Young 
girls are criminally assaulted and 
many of them murdered. 

Let me ask you, fathers and moth- 
ers, who is responsible for these 
crimes against society? Is it the boys 
and girls who actually commit them? 
or someone else? Let us check the 
records and see just how much the 
fathers and mothers are responsible. 

The following is an excerpt taken 
from a book published by Dr. Larry 
Newgent, a noted criminologist. 
Speaking of Russell Sinclair Betzel, 
Dr. Newgent writes: “I believe he was 
the hardest character I ever met in 
my life. When the guards led him 
through the door at ten o’clock in the 
morning, he said, ‘Look at all the 
cash customers’ (meaning the wit- 
nesses). As the executioner was plac- 
ing the noose around his neck, he 


turned and looked the executioner 
square in the eyes, and said, ‘Let’s 
practice this a couple of times.’ All 
the time he was waiting execution he 
refused to talk to any preacher, re- 
fused God, refused prayer, and re- 
fused the Bible. What was the matter? 
Was he crazy or was he illiterate? 
Neither one. He went through college; 
passed ancient history; studied law, 
civil engineering, and aviation. He had 
a bookcase in his head and no God 
in his heart. The slimy serpent 
of sin had plowed a furrow across 
his brain and left its slimy trail, but 
I found out that back at the age of 
eight he was a tenderhearted, barefoot 
boy. His mother had sown a posion 
seed of unbelief and infidelity in his 
young and tender heart and mind, 
and that seed which his mother had 
sown in his heart had grown like a 
plant. As time went on, it had com- 
pletely choked out the beauty of the 
hereafter.” 

As this article proves, this seed was 
sown by the mother who did not be- 
lieve in God, and caused her boy in 
later years to become a criminal and 
be hanged on the gallows. 

When your boys and girls were at 
the age you could train them to be 
good citizens by taking them to Sun- 
day School and church, did you take 
them? No, I dare say that 90 per cent 
of the fathers and mothers of de- 
linquent boys and girls, if they would 
look themselves in the eye, would 
have to admit that instead of taking 
them to church and Sunday School 
they let them wander on the streets, 
do what they pleased, and go where 
they pleased, while they spent their 
time at some saloon or roadhouse. 

Many are spending their money for 
liquor when they should be spending 
it for food to feed their little children. 
At the same time, they ridicule people 
who serve God, and make fun of the 
Bible in front of their little children, 
then wonder why their boy or girl 
does some of the deeds he or she does. 
I refer you to the Bible for the answer. 


‘Genesis 4:7, “If thou doest not well, 


sin lieth at the door.” 
I have visited many homes in the 
past, and have the people promise they

ROMANISM AND COMMUNISM 

Recently, news from Rome tells that communism has 
polled the largest number of votes in the municipal elec- 
tion. This is really news, for right in Rome, where Ro- 
manism has had the sway for many, many centuries, the 
people are now turning to embrace a philosophy that is 
against God. “By a great deal of clever propaganda, the 
impression has gone abroad that the only effective stand- 
ard being raised against the encroachment of communism 
is the Roman Catholic Church. As a matter of fact, there 
is no ‘ism’ in the world that continues to make so many 
communists as Romanism, as the election in Rome has 
proved.” Take Spain for an example—a stronghold of Ro- 
manism, the home of the Inquisition. It is one of the most 
degraded and neglected countries of Europe, and it has 
been brought to this condition by Romanism. The igno- 
rance, fanaticism, immorality, and spiritual darkness of the 
people call for the glorious freedom which comes with the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, but the husks of Romanism 
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cannot give the soul-satisfying portion. 

My observations in the various countries of Central and 
South America prove the same weakness on the part of 
Romanism to meet the need, for where Romanism rules, the 
countries are invariably held in darkness and not allowed 
to rise. This sad condition makes the poor people ready 
subjects to be led away with the promises of Moscow. It 
seems there is no more fruitful grounds for communism 
than Romanism that has gone to seed. 

But remember, dear Protestant people, communism’s 
fight is not against Romanism alone; it is a fight against 


God. All religionists, sooner or later, will feel the weight 
of the iron hand from behind the iron curtain—Russia and 


godless communism will surely figure in the grand finals 


scheduled for Palestine, later.

RUSSIA (ROSH) THE GREAT MENACE 

General Charles de Gaule said recently, according to 
the LONDON TIMES, “At the present time Russia domi- 
nates two-thirds of the European continent. I do not af- 
firm that it is the determination of the present masters 
of this colossal agglomeration to proceed in the near fu- 
ture to a violent conquest of the world, but the fact re- 
mains, for the moment, that we see being formed in Europe 
the latent elements of a hegemony which could become 
as perilous as any that has risen since the dawn of his- 
tory, leading to a gigantic conflict from which no nation 
and no individual on the globe can escape.” 

At the close of the year, when all the world so eagerly 
awaited good news of a peaceful settlement of the last 
horrible, bloody conflict, we were informed of the sad 
news that no agreement was reached—the chasm has 
greatly widened—the hopes vanishing of there ever being 
an agreement, that division of Germany, and of Europe, 
and of the whole world is clearly seen as the next step 
The rift between the East and the West is steadily widen- 
ing. The reports are that the Russian satellite nations have 
actually organized against the Marshall Plan and against 
American aid to Europe. 

The development of this godless nation of Russia is 
what we might expect, for the Bible in Ezekiel 38:3, the 
Revised Version, states, “I am against thee, O Rosh!”

This includes office equipment, house- 
hold equipment and appliances, watches, cameras, pro- 
jectors, vitamins, drugs, automobiles and hundreds of 
other items. The discounts range from 10 to 50 per cent. 
A service charge of 4 to 6 per cent is used to pay office 
overhead. This service, which has been available to mis- 
sionaries and mission organizations for some time, is being 
greatly extended with the purpose of saving money for 
our Christian organizations and leaders.

Exodus 14:15

to slavery and disgrace and to prison, 
yet, because he was true, God 
never forgot. Joseph was lifted up, 
exalted, and fully realized his God- 
given dream. Daniel, too, was captive 
in an alien land, surrounded by 
enemies, but because he “would not 
defile himself” and in spite of all his 
enemies could do, he was loyal to God 
and to his ideals of truth and purity, 
and came into his princely heritage, 
even in an alien land. 


The story of David’s life is one of 
struggle and warfare, beginning with 
the clarion challenge, “Who is this 
uncircumcised Philistine who dares to 
defy the armies of the living God?” 
David went out to meet the enemies 
without and within. The praise and 
triumph of his beautiful Psalms is in- 
termingled with the noise of battle 
with his enemies. Defeat he knew, 
failure he experienced; but because he 
saw in God his goodness, his fortress, 
his high tower, his deliverer, his 
shield, God crowned him a man after 
His own heart, and David bowed be- 
fore the Lord in humility and won- 
dered at the promise of the establish- 
ment of his throne forever. 


In dark Gethsemane, Jesus, a Sav- 
iour meant to be crucified, a King 
born to die, the bringer of life and 
light, destined to go to the very depths 
of death and darkness, cried out in 
agony, “Father, if it be possible, let 
this cup pass from me.” “Yet it 
pleased the Lord to bruise him; he 
hath put him to grief,” Isaiah 53:10a. 
But through it all, and beyond it all, 
He saw the travail of His soul and was 
satisfied. 

Today, with the deep sea before us 
and the enemy behind us, we are still 
crying unto the Lord for deliverance, 
and still the command is, “Go for- 
ward.” When we need it, deliverance 
will come, for we are promised that 
nothing shall overtake us that is more 
than we can bear, and that He will 
make for us a way of escape. God 
wants tried souls. Crowns, they say, 
are shaped in crucibles. Gold is puri- 
fied only by fire. Perfection is reached 
only through suffering. Isaiah 1:25, “I 
will turn my hand upon thee, - and 
purely purge away thy dross, and take 
away all thy tin.” So, “beloved, think 


it not strange concerning the fiery 
trial which is to try you, as though 
some strange thing happened unto 
you: but rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s. sufferings,” 
1 Peter 4:12, 13a. But “count it all joy 
when ye fall into divers temptations,” 
James 1:2. 

In our impatience, and often in our 
suffering, we cry out for deliverance 
from trials and from temptations, 
forgetting that “standeth God within 
the shadows, keeping watch above His 
own,” and if the adversary knows our 
weaknesses and brings all his evil 
powers to bear on them, even so* does 
our heavenly Father know, and in al- 
lowing us to be tried and tempted, 
even defeated, He watches over us 
and gives us just the help we need 
to strengthen and sustain us through 
tribulation and travail to make us 
more nearly what He has meant for 
us to be. The way to perfection is

“hid with Christ in God, and in the 
fellowship of His suffering, through 
our God-given, victorious vitality, we 
shall become overcomers in every 
truth. Shun not the struggle, face it; 
’tis God’s gift. 

“For it is God who worketh in you, 
both to will and to do of his good 
pleasure,” Phil.

Our Saviour was born in a world 
dark with evil. Isaiah saw darkness 
covering the earth and gross darkness 
the people, but a Flower of Light 
blossomed when, in the fulness of 
time, God sent forth His Son, the ex- 
press image of Himself and the 
brightness of His glory. 

THE FLOWER 

A flower must have full time to 
bloom. When the days were accom- 
plished, Jesus, the Saviour of the 
world, came and brought light to an 
evil world. The world was without 
grace and powerless to give spiritual 
direction to man. The chaos and 
darkness was heavy with terrors, but 
there blossomed a Flower of Light to 
pierce that darkness. Isaiah 5:20, 
“Woe unto them that call evil good, 
and good evil; that put darkness for 
light, and light for darkness; that put 
bitter for sweet, and sweet for bit- 
ter!” In Acts 26:23, we read _ that 
Christ should suffer to show light un- 
to the people and unto the Gentiles.

Reading the last chapter of the 
prophet Amos, we find a fairly true 
description of much that is happen- 
ing on the earth today. The Lord of 
hosts is busy. Nations are melting 
(Amos 9:5). Israel is. being sifted 
(Amos 9:9). Haughty sinners that 
trust in evil are falling (Amos 9:10). 
The nations that forgot God are now 
reaping the harvest of their wicked 
deeds. The picture is black, indeed, but 
there is a silver lining. 

“IN THAT. DAY will I raise up the 
tabernacle’... that is fallen, and 
CLOSE UP THE BREACHES thereof; 
and I will raise up his ruins, and 
I will build it AS IN THE DAYS 
OF OLD: that they may POSSESS 
... OF ALL THE HEATHEN, saith 
the Lord that doeth this,” Amos 
9:11, 12. But has this anything to do 
with the Church of God upon earth? 
Let us read Acts 15:14-17 and see what 
James, the apostle, says to the Church 
at Jerusalem. “Simeon (Peter) hath 
declared how God at the first did visit 
the Gentiles, to take out of them A 
PEOPLE FOR HIS NAME. And to this 
AGREE the words of the prophets; 
as it is written: After this will I re- 
turn, and will build again the taber- 
nacle of David, which is fallen down; 
and I will build again the ruins there- 
of, and I will set it up: THAT THE 
RESIDUE OF MEN MIGHT SEEK 
AFTER THE LORD, and ALL THE 
GENTILES (heathen), upon whom my 
name is called, saith the LORD, WHO 
DOETH ALL THESE THINGS.” Halle- 
lujah! “In that day ... ,” says Amos. 
“After this... ,” says James, and both 
declare the same thing. God says: “I 
... will BUILD AGAIN the tabernacle 
that is fallen.” ; 

About fifty years ago, God began to 
pour out AGAIN the Holy Ghost as in 
THE DAYS OF OLD. Since then He 
has been BUILDING AGAIN ... not a 
“temple” to remain forever, but a 


“tabernacle” that will be caught up 
into glory when He comes. The Holy 
Ghost has fallen upon people of al- 
most every nation in all countries of 
the world. The old “tabernacle of 
David” had a great variety and many 
shades of materials in its structure. 
There was gold, and silver, and brass, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet, and

fine linen, and goats’ hair, and rams’ 
skins, and badgers’ skins and shittim 
wood. Ex. 25:3, 4. Yes, and so this 
spiritual “tabernacle” has its varieties 
and shades. Look at these dear Pen- 
tecostal saints. Some stress “holi- 
ness,” others earnestly seek “gifts,” 
many emphasize “doctrine,” a few 
have affirmed the offices and have 
“set apostles and prophets,” and most 
have been very “evangelistic” and 
“missionary minded.” When it comes 
to interpreting the Scriptures, there 
are ever sO many shades of opinion. 
The methods of “church government” 


have been greatly influenced by the 
background of the churches from 
which the people have come into 
“PENTECOST.” Their experiences in 
the denominational churches have 
caused them to decide how to organize 
or not to organize the “local 
churches.” The background of na- 
tional governments and the demands 
of these governments have also played 
their part in shaping the many sys- 
tems followed by different movements 
in different countries. Most have 
sought to keep close to the scriptural 
pattern, as they see it, and all are 
sure that theirs is the very best 
method under prevailing circum- 
stances. 

Who is to blame for this great 
variety of methods and movements? 
The Spirit that moves among all of 
them is the same, and the manifesta- 
tions are the same. There can be no 
doubt about the fact that all have re- 
ceived the baptism in the Holy Ghost, 
and that God has raised them up as a 
witness in each and every country 
where they work. Not one of these 
movements in any country bears the 
name of a “MAN.” Among the 
churches of our day there are those 
that are known as “Lutherans,” “Cal- 
vinists,” and “Wesleyans,” and the 
names of these reformers and revival- 
ists have been almost deified by some.

What is all this talking and writing 
about the recent “WORLD CONFER- 
ENCES OF PENTECOSTAL CHURCH- 
ES”? Did some great leader desire it 
and arrange it with a purpose? The 
thought of such a gathering had been 
in the minds of many for years. Then 
the Lord moved in the hearts of the 
saints in Switzerland when they saw 
the great need in the countries of 
Europe around them. Nations were 
prostrate and impoverished through 
the war. Millions who know not the 
Bible, or the Saviour, now grope in 
darkness and call for light. No great 
leader called the Conference, but it 
was the GREAT NEED of Europe that 
brought the leaders of movements 
from twenty-two countries together. 
THE LORD DOETH THIS. 


At the same time, “missionary sec- 
retaries” and “evangelists” have been 
traveling and visiting mission fields 
as never before in the history of 
Pentecost. There is certainly an 
awakening to the fact that these 
movements in all countries belong to 
one another. God has been moving in 
the hearts of His people, and no one 
can stop the desire to get together and 
work together. Just like Ezekiel’s dry 
bones moved together, so the Pente- 
costal saints are moving. If you ask 
why all this unrest and moving among 
the people of God, the answer is: THE 
LORD DOETH THIS. He is closing up 
the breaches. 

Keep your hands off, Ezekiel, and 
just say what the Lord wants you to 
say. Do not stand in the way of those 
bones, for they belong to one another; 
let them move and get together. Keep 
your hands off, brother, and just obey 
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the Holy Spirit. He will set up His 
tabernacle. Do not get in the way. He 
knows where everyone belongs. Let 
the Lord have His way, and trust Him 
to guide you into all truth. THE LORD 
DOETH THIS. 

Have you noticed that the many 
different shades of opinions and con- 
victions are not always found among 
the members of movements? When 
these Pentecostal saints come together 
in conferences and campaigns where 
the Holy Ghost moves, you could not 
tell the difference between members 
from one assembly or another, and be- 
tween followers of one movement or 
another. They seem to be all ONE in 
the Spirit. What makes them dif- 
ferent? They are following different 
leaders. Let us pray that God might 
help the leaders in these days. God 
holds the men responsible that He has 
called to lead His people. Where are 





we leading the people of God? 

Since there is a general conviction 
in the hearts of the most that all 
Pentecostal movements belong to 
Christ as the Head, and, therefore, 
belong to one another, why not accept 
this as the moving of the Holy Spirit 
that we should seek the will of the 
Lord about the whole matter ofa 
“WORLD FELLOWSHIP.” The “taber- 
nacle” was not welded or cemented 
into one like the “temple,” but it was 
joined by “hooks and eyes” that held 
the various sections together to form 
a united whole. Let us not think of a 
great “international church” welded 
by a “world organization,” or even 
great “national churches” organized 
into one in each country; but let us 
just get our “hooks and eyes” to link 
together and let us “co-operate” and 
“co-ordinate our forces” in all direc- 
tions, but very specially in the matter 
of “world evangelism.” 


BUT WHY? Why all this disturb- 
ance in our peaceful existence where 
each one is building up HIS OWN 
work for God? The reason for it is 
just this—“that we may possess the 
remnant of Edom and of ALL THE 
HEATHEN” (Amos 9:12), and “that 
the residue of men might seek after 
the Lord who doeth all these things” 
(Acts 15:17). We feel sure that if 
Pentecostal saints, leaders, churches, 
and movements will unite their efforts 
for WORLD EVANGELISM, they will 
be moving in the will of God, and 
great blessing will follow. Is not God, 
perhaps, waiting on us to move so that 
He can pour upon us the many prom- 
ises for these last days? 

At the present time, and possibly 
more than ever before, Europe looms 
up before us as a tremendous mission 
field with over 400,000,000 people who 
have never read a Bible and have not 
heard about Jesus as the Saviour. Be- 
sides these millions, there are millions 
more that are religious but don’t know 
Christ as their personal Saviour. We 
know religious people are as much 
lost as heathen if they are not saved 
by a living faith in the cleansing 
blood of the Saviour. Think of France, 
Italy, Spain, Portugal and Belgium 
that also have colonies where millions 
of heathen are to be found. If these 
countries could be awakened out of 
their darkness, the foreign missions 
program would be _ speeded up 
tremendously. Only a _ united, un- 
selfish, God-consecrated effort by as 
many Pentecostal movements as pos- 
sible—indeed, all if possible—could 
have any real influence in Europe. 
Why not pray and work for another 
REFORMATION REVIVAL that will 
shake the whole world? Revivals in 
Europe have usually moved other 
parts of the world whilst revivals in 
other countries have seldom stirred 
Europe. Let this Pentecostal revival 
now reach its shores and shake the 
very foundations of hell among these 
nations that have forgotten God. 


Paul was forbidden of the Holy

the European continent, “Come over 
and help us,” Acts 16:9. Great revivals 
followed, “for these that have turned 
the world upside down are come hith- 
er also,” Acts 17:6. “Then spake the 
Lord to Paul in the night by a vision, 
Be not afraid, but speak, and hold not 
thy peace: for I am with thee ... for 
I have much people in this city,” Acts 
18:9, 10. “And God wrought special

A FEW FACTS ABOUT THE 
MISSION FIELD

There are millions of dollars con- 
tributed every year to the churches 
and gospel programs throughout the 
world. I can testify that I thank God 
for every giver and every dollar given, 
but may I point out the fact that 
the majority of the givers overlook 
the most important part of the works 
of God, and many of them have gone 
far enough to look on it with scorn. 
That part is the small mission, where 
a few people of God meet together 


in an old store building, or a one- 
room cabin, and lay the foundation 
for the large church that in a few 
years is erected on the street corner. 

Had it not been for men of God 
with courage and plain old backbone 
enough about them to go into a com- 
munity, brave the storm of life, rent 
a small building, bear the expense 
and carry the cross alone, until God 
came to their rescue by sending some- 
one to help, we should not have our 
beautiful churches in which many of 
you who read this are privileged to 
worship. 

Then numbers of people will walk 
by the mission door, look in and smile, 
and some of them laugh out loud, 
when they see just a few people strug- 
gling along, trying to keep the mis- 
sion door open. They don’t seem to 
realize that the one-hundred-eighty- 
pounder who struts up and down 
the streets, was once a babe in 
his mother’s arms. Neither do they 
realize that the beautiful church they 
are privileged to attend was started 
a few years ago in some remote sec- 
tion of town and in many instances 
in just such a place as they now 
make fun of. 

Those who have blazed the trail 
and laid the foundation of our many 
churches are long forgotten and 
many of them, if God should see fit 
to raise them from the dead and 
place them in the pulpit of the 
church they started a few years ago, 
would be as unwelcome as a colored 
preacher who didn’t know a word in 
the Bible. The congregation would 
consider them old-fashioned, out 
of date, and ignorant, because they 
could not quote Shakespeare or 
point out some mistakes they think 
the inspired men of God made in 
writing the Bible. 

I remember hearing a _ radio 
preacher talking about a man giving 
lectures on the mistakes of Moses 
and charging a two-dollar admission 
fee. I would not care to hear him, but 
I would give five dollars to look at 
the records of God and see the mis- 
takes of that man. 

Many of the founders of our 
churches were not permitted to go to 
the seminary and become educated 
to preach, or have a D. D. or a Ph. D 
added to their name, but, praise God, 
they had education and a calling 
from God, and they were willing to 
brave the storms of life and carry 
the gospel to a lost world. So it is to- 
day, many God-called men are labor- 
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ing under a strain in the mission 
field and are looked on as ignorant 
and unlearned men, and are forced 
to carry the cross alone in order that 
the future generation, if Jesus tarries, 
may have a church in which to wor- 
ship God. 

Don’t misunderstand me. I am not 
criticizing men for getting an educa- 
tion. No, never, for I realize there are 
people who would not listen to a man 
unless he could speak words of man’s 
wisdom, and I believe God has edu- 
cated many to carry the gospel to 
those people, but I do criticize a man 
when he gets an education and be- 
comes so high-minded that he thinks 
himself too good to go down to the 
mission and preach the gospel. 

There are many preachers who, if 
you asked them to conduct a revival 
campaign in a mission, would laugh 
and turn it aside; but put their name 
on the billboard of some large church 
and give them a fine robe to wear, and 
they will stand behind the pulpit and 
boast of what they have done for 
God. Then again, many of our pres- 
ent-day church members walk down- 
town and very brazenly go to the 
show, or even to the saloon and dance 
hall, but you can not get them into 
a mission. 

Let’s look at those who started this 
church program, and see what kind 
of place in which they had to preach. 
John the Baptist, the forerunner of Je- 
sus Christ, had one of the largest 
churches of which we have a record, 
in the wilderness of Judaea. Jesus had 
for His pulpit a mountainside and a 
Roman cross; Peter, an upper room; 
Paul, a school building and a river 
bank, with a congregation ranging 
from a great multitude to a few wom- 
en gathered down at the river bank 
for prayer. Their names are heralded 
from every pulpit in the land. 


I wonder, should Jesus tarry nine- 
teen hundred years more, if the 
names of the preachers or church 
members who are so high in society 
that they attend only the higher 
churches, would be remembered as 
those we have just mentioned? No, I 
fear they would be like the great men 
and women who occupied the rooms 
in the hotels in the city where Jesus 
was born. I imagine they were promi- 
nent in their day, but when God di- 
rected the pen that recorded the hap- 
penings of that night, He failed to 
mention any of them except the One 
who was born in a manger. 

Jesus said in commandment, “Go ye 
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into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” He did not 
leave out any class or creed, but all 
people fell in the same category. 
Preacher, are you fulfilling this com- 


mandment? If not, may God help you 
to come down from where you think 
you are, and up to a level with Christ.

would be at church at a certain time, 
or they would send their children to 
Sunday School, but when the ap- 
pointed time came, their seats were 
vacant. Many don’t have time to go 
to church and Sunday School on Sun- 
day morning for a little while, and 
and teach their children to serve God, 
but the saloons are open late at night 
until 2 a.m. 

No doubt, many of you will wonder 
why I place so much blame on the 
saloons, and many of you will criticize 
me. I have nothing personal against 
the man who operates the beer gar- 
dens, but I don’t like the way the 
saloon man makes his living, because 
it costs the lives of thousands of our 
boys and girls, wrecks homes, causes 
men and women to be separated, and 
makes orphans out of thousands of 
little children. 

You may say we need the revenue 
to operate our government. During 
the days of prohibition, if we made 
sixty cents an hour, our take-home 
pay was sixty cents. Now, if we work 
for a dollar an hour, we take home 
eighty cents, or four-fifths of our 
gross pay. We go to the store and pur- 
chase a lady’s purse, a billfold, or a 
traveling bag, and we pay five, ten, or 
fifteen dollars plus a 20 per cent tax, 
yet we are receiving the so-called rev- 
enue from the liquor traffic. 

If our government officials should 
ask the people to vote and make it a 
law to go into every fifth home in 
America once each month and take 
a nice young boy from that home and 
sell him into slavery so as to provide 
revenue for our government, would 
you vote for that? No, you would 
cringe from the very thought of it; 
yet, you voted to allow men to operate 
breweries, saloons, beer gardens, road- 
houses, honky tonks, and booze dives 
of all kinds that will enslave our boys 
to the drink habit, ruin their lives, 
and cause them to be drunkards, 
murderers, thieves, robbers, and many 
other things the devil can get them to 
do. 

You may say, “I didn’t vote to cause 
this. I only wanted just a friendly 
drink.” But you can’t run a rock 
crusher without rocks, a sawmill with- 
out logs, or any kind of business with- 
out customers. Neither can you 
operate saloons without someone to 
whom to sell liquor. 

Mother Eve transgressed the laws 
of God just by eating a little forbid- 
den fruit. It wasn’t much, yet it has 
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caused an entire world to suffer the 
penalty of sin. Your little cross you 
made to legalize liquor wasn’t much. 
You just wanted your little dram, but 
it has caused thousands of little chil- 
dren to suffer from hunger and cold 
while mother and daddy spent their 
money at some beer joint or liquor 
dive. That is not all. Men get drunk, 
get in a high-powered car, and go 
down the highway at sixty to eighty 
miles an hour. There is acrash, a 
scream; someone is crushed beneath 
the wheels of a speeding automobile. 
It is too late then to do anything 
about it, only bury the dead and 
mourn the loss of a loved one. You 
say, “That will never happen to me.” 
No doubt, the other fellow said the 
same thing, yet it happened anyway. 

Let me give you some of the results 
of a few drinks. In a mining section of 
the mountains of Kentucky, a group 
of men were drinking and gambling 
in a powder storage house, when sud- 
denly one of them, his brain crazed by 
drink, pulled his gun and fired into a 
keg of powder, causing it, with several 
others, to explode. The bodies of these 
men were picked up in pieces. A little 
innocent-boy playing close by was 
burned beyond recognition. His daddy 
rushed in to the rescue, picked his 
little boy up, and asked him whose 
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boy he was. The little fellow looked 
up into his daddy’s face and _ said, 
“Daddy, don’t you know me.” Things 
like this happen, yet people tell me 
that it is none of my business if peo- 
ple drink. 

This is just one case in the millions 
that happen simply because our 
government by the people has legal- 
ized men and women to manufacture 
and sell intoxicating liquors. Some- 
body will stand in judgment and give 
an account for these crimes. Neighbor, 
will it be you? or will you place the 
blame on that fellow who lives around 
the corner? You may place the 
blame on someone else here, but if 
we are guilty, God will place it where 
it belongs when we stand in judgment. 
You may say, “I am as dry as you 
are.” I trust God you are. If so, the 
liquor peddlers will have to get them 
another job or starve to death. If we 
are dry, let us show our colors by do- 
ing something to stop people from 
pedd'ing poison to our boys and girls.
